SYSTEMATIC ATTACKS 
ALLEGED: BY JAPANESE

It Is Declared That the Attacks Are 
Due Solely to Race Prejudice and 
Call Is Made for Special Po- 
lice Protection to Pre. 
vent Bloodshed. 


San Francisco, Calif. May 29.—The 
- Japanese association, composed of leading 
Japanese residents, today made the fol- 
lowing statement of the Japanese view 
of recent assaults committed against the 
Japanese in tiris city: 

‘In the first place, the Japanese resi- 
dents of San Francisco realize the fact 
that the present conditions in this city 
make it very difficult for the authorities 
to extend full protection. They under- 
giand that the strike wpon Street rail- 
ways puts a heavy tax upon the police 
fdree, and that it is impossible to guard 
all places at all times against the lawless 
element of the community. 

Due to Racial Prejudice. 

“They are fully convinced, nowever, 
that much of the violence to which they 
had been subjected is due to racial preju- 
dice, and that the attempts which are 
being made in certain quarters to have 
it appear that the trouble is confined to 
quarrels between laboringmen, incident- 
ally involving the Japanese, are without 
foundation. 

“In support of this view, they direct 
attention to the fact that the Japanese 
restaurants have been systematically an- 
noyed and _ simultaneously attacked. 
Hardly a day goes by, in the territory 
south of Market street, that some threat- 
ening demonstration is not made by 
roughs and hoodlums against Japanese 
places of business in that quarter.” 

Not Chance Rows. 

After giving a number of specific in- 
~ ptantes of attacks on Japanese restau- 
rants, between May 20 and May 28, the 

statement continues: 

“The uniformity of these expressions of 
hostility to Japanese precludes the idea 
that they are incidental results of chance 
rows between white laboring men. They 
are entirely distinct in character from 
the acts of violence growing out of the 
street car strike, where capital and labor 
ere at war. They are clearly an expres- 
sion of race prejudice, to which the peo- 
ple of no other nationality are at present 
subjected. 

“The Japanese residents of San Fran- 
cisco further insist that no provocation 
has been given or is being given for these 
outrages. They are peacefully engaged in 
a lawful occupation, the right to which Ig 
guaranteed to them by treaty stipula- 
tions. 


- 


Protection Demanded. 


“They believe that they are fully justi- 
fied in protesting against acts which place 
their property in jeopardy and their lives 
in peril, and they denounce as unjust such 
public criticism as attributes their com- 
plaints to mere caprice. 

‘In the meantime, they sincerely regret 
the necessity of calling for special police 
protection, but believe it wiser to make 
that demand now rather than wait until 
geome overt act of the mob shall! precipi- 
tate more serious troubles and possibly 
bloodshed."’

“CHAMP” CLARK 
SEES ONLY BRYAN 


Missourian Says the Nebraskan 
Will Be Next President 


REPUBLICANS BADLY SPLIT 


And There Will Be a Great Old Row 


at Their Next National Conven.- 
tion—People Want Bryan 
and Are Going to 
Have Him. 


Savannah, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)— 
Champ Clark, member af congress from 
Missouri, can see nothing but Bryan on 
the democratic horizon; he also believes 
the Bryan sun is rising—not setting. He 
doesn’t take much stock in the ‘‘favo- 
rite son’’ idea. He thinks Bryan is go- 
ing to be nominated for president and 
that he is going to be elected by a 
united democracy. Mr. Clark believes 
the republicans are hopelessly divided. 
He thinks there is going to be much 
of a row in G. O. P. circles before their 
candidate for president is named, and 
he would not be surprised to see Roose- 
velt run again if Taft is turned down in 
Ohio. Mr. Clark said: 

“I don’t think the time has arrived 
when a southern man can be nominated 
because the plain democrats are for Wil- 
liam J, Bryan. For years I have advo- 
cated the nomination of a southern man. 
[ may not have been the oploneer in that 
matter, but I was among the earliest. 

“There are scores of men in the south 
who would make tiptop presidents, but it 
seems to me from reading and from con- 
versing with the people of eight or ten 
States in which I have lectured since con- 
gress adjourned that the rank and file 
are for Bryan, and that he can have the 
nomination of he wants it. 

“As to the platform declarations, they 
should be thoroughly democratic and oniy 
democratic. New fadg in the platform 
are more likely to weaken than _ to 
strengthen us. The surest way to win 
is to nominate candidates who are not 
only democrats from skin to core, but 
whose opinions are known, ané@ to place 
them upon a platform thoroughly demo- 
cratic in every plank. We de not pro- 
pose to buy any more presidentials ‘pigs 
in pokes.’ ”’ 


MRS. M’KINLEY 
LAID TO REST 


The Funeral Services Were 
Simple—President Reose- 
velt Present. 


Canton, Ohio, May 29.—The body of 
Mrs. Ida Saxton (McKinley tonight rests 
beside that of her distinguished husband 
in West Lawn cemetery. Her last 
words, “Oh! God, why should I longer 
wait? Let me He beside him,” have 
been answered. 

The funeral services, held at the old- 
fashioned McKinley home, were extreme- 
ly simple. Four songs were sung; the 
same that were sung at the funeral of 
President McKinley, and the service was 
the Simple ritual of the Methodist 
church. . 

The house, on its Market 
streets side, was roped off 
the crowds, which thronged 
boring thoroughfare. 

The body, in its black casket, rested 
in its flower-embowered place in the s0- 
cal spot where President McKinley's 
called “Campaign office,”” in the identi- 
body lay, after the Buffalo tragedy. 

President Roosevelt, Vice President 
Fairbanks and Cabinet Members Root, 
Wilson and Cortelyou, 6ccupied seats in 
the parlor across the hall. In this room 
also were Governor Harris and Former 
Governor M@rrick. Relatives and imme- 
diate friends of the family were seatei 
in the hall and adjoining rooms. 

While the services were being con- 
ducted by the Rev. Dr. Buxton, of the 
First Methodist Bpiscopal church, and 
the Rev. Dr. Holmes, formerly pastor 
of the same church, all business and 
amusement in Canton stopped.

Jordan Invites Delegates. t 
Cotton Congress Here, 


CONGRESS HAS ADJOURNED 


American Delegates Are. Greatly 
Satisfied With the Result of the 
Gathering of Those Inter- 
ested in Cotton at the 
Austrian Capital. 


’ Vienna, May 29.—The International 
Cotton Congress concluded its sessions 
today. Resolutions were adopted ex- 
pressing satisfaction with the promises 
of the American growers to cooperate 
in measure for cheapening the transit 
of cotton, approving that the utmost 
support be given to all countries en- 
gaged in extending their area of cot- 
ton production and accepting an invi- 
tation to hold the next congress in 
Franée. 

Harvie Jordan, one of the American 
delegates, said today that his col- 
leagues were greatly satisfied with the 
results of the congress. He thought 
the resolutions adopted would have a 
favorable influence on the American 
cotton husiness, especially the resolu- 
tion in favor of compression at the 
ginneries or at initial points, as this 
would help avoid delays in transporta- 
tion. 

Mr. Jordan invited the members of 
the congress, in the nafne of the mayor 
of Atlanta, Ga., to participate in the 
International Cotton Congress to be 
held in that city in October, 1907. 
About one hundred delegates accepted 
the invitation.

The 
bridge is without rails, low stone copings 
taking their place. 

Horses Plunge Into Water. 

First one horse fell into the water, ard 
the continued plunging of the others car- 
ried two more over the side of the 
bridge. The postilions went with them. 

In the. meantime the ladies were | 
greatly alarmed. 

General Michel, realizing the danegr, 
burst open the door of the landay and 
half helped, half carried the queen and 
the wife of the president out of the car- 
riage to the end of the short bridge. 
The general’s action. was none too 
prompt, for just ag the ladies were in 
safety, the oscillating carriage followed 
the horses into the lake.

SP SCUTTLED 
FOR INSURANCE 


Accusation Is Laid Before the 
Stale Department, 


Washington, May 29.—A charge of 
barratry, involving the deliberate 
scuttling of a steamship, has been 
made as an incident to the investiga- 
tion by the state department of the 
action of William Peter, American 
consular agent at St. Lucia, B. W. L, 
in withholding assistance from C. J, 
Hamilton, an American sailor, who 
claimed to have been abandoned in 
that port by the captain of the Argen- 
tine ship Jose Pedro, 

Hamilton appeared in person at the 
department, having walked to Wash- 
ington from Baltimore, lacking money 
to pay his railroad fare. 

In brief, he stated that after leav- 
ing Jacksonville, Fla., from which port 
the ship sailed for Buenos Ayres, the 
captain proposed to him to aid in scut- 
tling the ship, in order to get the in- 
surance. 

He refused and the crew demanded 
that the vessel be taken into St. Lucia 
as being unseaworthy. A gurvey board 
there confirmed the men’s complaint 
and some repairs were forced upon the 
captain before he was allowed to take 
the ship out of port. 

When he dia ‘sail .away, according 
to Hamilton, he abandoned. the old 
crew and took. some natives instead. 
Hamilton told the state department 
officials that soon afterwards he learn- 
ed that the Jose Pedro had been lost 
at sea. As the ship was under Argen- 
tine register, the state department did 
not feel able to investigate the case, 
but it is presumed that the Argentine 
government will take notice of the 
matter, 

Hamilton’s complainé dgainst the

The seven- 
teenth annual reunion of the United 
Confederate Veterans is being held in 
Richmond and it is estimated that no 
less than a hundred thousand strangers 
will gather within the gates of this 
great city within the next few days. 
The drum tap is sounding in Rich- 
mond today, and the confederates are 
falling in line—marching from the 
clover dales of the Rappahannock, from 


the historic hills of Virginia, the peb- 
ble shores of Sumter, the pine forests 
of the Old North State, the blue- top- 
ped mountains of Tennessee, the old 
red hills of Georgia, the cotton felds 
of Alabama, the great valley 4of the 
Mississippi and from the cactus bloom- 
ing plains of Texas—flocking from out 
this vast land of Dixie the boys in 
gray are rallying once more around 
the shattered flag staff of the south- 
ern cross. 

General Stephen S. Lee is the rank- 
ing officer; General Cabell, of Texas, is 
second and General Walker, of Souta 
Carolina, is third in command. 

GREAT EVENTS ARE AHEAD. 

Everybody is looking forward with 
great interest to the address of weél- 
come to be: delivered als” John W. 
Daniel, the United S 8 senator from 
Virginia and known as the “Lame Lion 
of Lynchburg.’’ The monument to Pres- 
ident Davis will be unveiled “bn Mon- 
day, June the third, the anniversary 
of his birthday. 

In the center of the monument and 
surrounded by a colonnade is a pillar 
sixty feet in height, at the top of 
which stands an allegorical figure of 
a@ woman known as ‘“Vindicatrix,” rep- 
resenting the spirit of the south, At 
the base of this pillar is a pedestal 
five feet high, and the bronze figure of 
President Davis is eight feet in height. 
The inscription on front of the pedes- 
tal is: ‘Jefferson Davis, exponent of 
constitutional principles, defender of 
state rights.’’ 

Beneath this: 
Abor Alvo Farno.”’ 


‘Crescit Oculto Velut 
On each side of the 
pedestal will be the inscription’ “As 
citizen, soldier, statesman, he enhanc- 
ed the glory, the fame of the United 

States. When his allegiance to that 
government was terminated by his sov- 
ereign state, as president of the con- 
federacy he exalted his country before 
the nations.”’ 

On the right side of the pedestal is 
inscribed: ““‘With constancy and cour- 
age unsurpassed he sustained the 
heavy burden laid upon him by the 
people. When their cause was lost, 
with dignity he met defeat. with for- 
titude he met imprisonment and suf- 
fering, with entire devotion he kept 
the faith.’”’ On the interior of the arch- 
itrave around the top of the colonnade 
will be inscribed: “Not in hostility to 
others, not to injure any section of the 
country, not even for our own pecu- 
niary benefit, but from the high and 
solemn motive of protecting the rights 
we inherited and which it is our duty 
to transmit unshorn to our children.” 

When Davis Left Senate. 

This statement was made by Jeffer- 
son Davis in the United States senate 
when he was leaving same. On the ex- 
terior of the colonnade is the inscrip- 
tion: “Ereated by the people .of the 
south in honor of their great leader, 
commemorating their love for the man, 
their reverence for his virtues, their 
gratitude for his services.”” The inscrip~

A well dressed young man walked up to 
& dago's fruit wagon at the corner of 
Mitchell and Hunter streets Tuesday 
morning about |! o’clock and deliberate- 
ly-began to toss the apbles. oranges. and 
bananas into the street. The astonished 
Gago at first looked on in surprise, and 
then he began to expostulate. Finding 
this had no effect on the mah, he yelled 
lustily for the police. Officer Hudson 
appeared on the scene. | 

“Am I under arrest?” asked the man. 

“Not quite yet,’’ replied the astonished 
officer. 

Thereupon the man began to toss some 
more fruit from the wagon. ! 

Officer Hudson arrested him and lock- 
ed him up at the polite barracks on the 
charge of disorderly conduct. 

That was the first chapter in one of 
the strangest stories that has develop- 
ed in police circles in a long while. 

The man is Pavid Lamb Jackson, for- 
‘merly of Greensboro, N. C., and recent- 
ly from» Craftonville, Cal. : 

He had gone to the dago wagon and 
thrown the fruit into the street for the 
purpose of getting arrested, and the 
reason he gave for wanting to be ar- 
rested was because he desired to play 
the role of a hero in prison and have 
his gray-haired mother visit him in a 
cell, 

Why he should desire any such experi- 
ence is not known. That he has been 
suddenly seized with a queer sort of de- 
mentia is self-evident. The police have 
all sorts of cranks to deal with, but this 
ig the first time that a man has been 
locked up who thought it would be a 
pleasure to meet his old mother when 
he was in a prison and she had travel- 
ed several hundred . miles.

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mother is ill in bed and so I left for 
Atlanta on the first train. I do not 
know what is the matter with my 
brother. There is no insanity in our 
family.

I 
shall let the city physician examine him 
and then place him in a sanitarium for 
treatment. I believe that medical atten- 
tion and a few days’ rest will restore his 
mind to its normal] condition.’’ 

Jackson sat for his photograph for 
The Constitution and asked that a copy 
be sent to his mother, 


Is a Very Unique Case. 

There have been numerous cases on 
record where a man wanted to get ar- 
rested, but this is the first one in which 
the would-be prisoner took such a novel 
and unique way in which to force the 
police to lock him up. After he had 
Scattered the dago’s fruit far and wide 
and the officer informed him that he 
had not done quite enough for which to 
get behind the bars, he deliberately be- 
gan to empty the wagon and did not 
stop until informed that he was under 
arrest. 

Jackson was arraigned in the record- 
er’s court yesterday morning and there 
the unique features of the strange case 
came out. He is a man of about 26 
years of age, well dressed and appar- 
ently weil to do. He had not been drink- 
ing or using any dope. He said he had 
not, and this statement was borne out 
by hig general appearance and by the 
testimony of the arresting. officer. 

The dago told how his fruit had been 
seattered over the street. The officer 
related how Jackson threw up his hands 
and asked: ‘“‘Am JI under arrest?’ and 
when told not yet, how he began to 
throw more fruit into the street.

Jackson had a dreamy look put of his 
éyes and appeared to be indifferent to 
what was going on around him. When 
asked why he had thrown the fruit 
from the dago’s wagon he replied: 

“I just wanted to see my mother.”

@ person was in the prison.

The young woman was Jackson’s sis- 
ter, Mise Lillie E. Jackson, and she had 
just arrived from Greensboro, N. C. To 
a reporter of The Constitution Miss 
Jackson stated that her mother received 
a telegram from David Tuesday morn- 
ing in which he begged her to come to 
Atlanta at once.

He 
went there two years ago and was mak-

health having failed and did not know 
that he had left California until the 
telegram was received last night.

John B. Gordon for $18,500, paying $500 
for tt option, one-third to be paig cash 
and the balance in two yearly equal pay- 
ments at 6 per cent interest. 

He recited that he wanted it for ceme- 
tery purposes, and in order to get as- 
sistance in financing the cemetery 
scheme, he made a trip to Florida te 
interest S. G. Willingham, averring that 
while there the latter agreed to launch 
the cemetery project. Willingham, upon 
his return to Atlanta, decided there was 
not enough in the tract for a cemtery 
plant. 

He alleges that the latter than made a 
contract with Mrs. Gordon to purchase 
an adjacent tract of 80 acres for $15,- 
000 upon the same terms that the man- 
sion property was offered for. To effect 
the deal, he. says, he entrusted his Op- 
tion to Willingham. 

He ascertained that the land would 
come within the four-mile limit of the 
center of Atlanta, which would con- 
travene that clause in. the city charter 
that no new cemetery should be estab- 
lished within this four-mile limit. There- 
upon, he affirms, Willingham decided to 
abandon the cemetery idea, but signified 
his intention of carrying out his con- 
tract with Mrs. Gordon for the 80 acres. 

Johnsoh says he was advised that the 
four-mile limit law was inoperative and 
void. He proposed to Willingham to 
offer Mrs. Gordon $5,000 more if she 
would not hold them to the trade if the 
courts held the law valid. 

Thereupon, he avers, Willingham said 
to him, “if you will pay me this bonus 
of $5,000 I will sell to you and will not 
compel you to keep the porperty if you 
Should lose your fight about the four- 
mile law.” :

The diplomas were conferred by Presi- 
dent E. H. Jordan, of the city school 
board, and the annual address was made 
by Rev. Sam W. Small, of Atlanta. 

Dr. Small spoke with startling plain- 
ness on the subject of ‘“‘National Aid to 
Education,’’ saying among other things: 


“The educational salvation of our 
southern states depends upon our de- 
manding and receiving the substantial 
financial aid of the nation to drive igno- 
rance from our borderg and bring our 
people squarely up to the high tide line 
of national literacy. 

“Had we succeeded twenty years ago 
in securing the Blair educational bill 
from congress we would not today be 
wearing the tattered rags of illiteracy in 
the eyes of the world. Under that act 
$105,000,000 within ten years would have 
been granted to aid public schools in all 
the states and territories, in proportion 
to illiteracy, the allotment to each state 
requiring the appropriation of at least 
one-third ag much by the state itself. 
Under that act Georgia would have re- 
ceived more than any other state In the 
union. The first year she would have 
gotten $1,360,596.42 and our total school 
fund for 1888 would have been $!,8/4,- 
128.56. It is scarcely that now, after 
ten years have passed. Our total re- 
ceipts in ten years from the national 
treasury would have been fully $8,000,- 
000, or the equivalent—the common school 
education of a whole generation Of our 
sons and daughters who are now fully 
grown men and women. 

“That is what we need now—two or 
three hundred millions of dollars from 
the national treasury to dispel this 
great cloud of ignorance and lighten 
this great burden of poverty and ilaw- 
lessness under which the southern 
states, by the acts of the _ northern 
states, now stagger—and will stagger 
for generations to come unless the na- 
tion curries its end of the burden and 
the expense.

Bush wag arrested on suspicion the 
night of the explosion, the detectives re- 
ceiving information that he had threat- 
ened the McCarthy family because Char- 
lie Doolittle, his business associate and 
close personal friend, was paying atten- 
tion to Miss McCarthy. 

A Remarkable Story Developed. 

There developed the remarkable story 
that Bush was jealous of Doolittle and 
did not want him to visit any girls or 
have any friends among the young men. 
He was held in a $10,000 bond by the 
recorder, and subsequently indicted by 
the grand jury. 

The evidence against Bush is entirely 
circumstantial. Mrs. McCarthy will ‘be 
the chief witness for the prosecution. She 
will testify that Bush made _ threats 
against her daughter about Doolittle. 

Doolittle will also be a witness, The 
negro boy who received the box from 
a# man on the night of the explosion 
will be a witness for the state, The 
state hopes that he will identify Bush 
as the man who gave him the package. 

The defense has not given out what 
line it will pursue. Bush's attorneys say 
that they do not think he can possibly 
be convicted, while the city detectives 
say they have enough ‘evidence to con- 
vince any jury of Bush's guilt. 

The trial promises to be one of the 
most interesting that has come up in 
the superior court in a long while.

Athens, Ga.. May 29.—(Special.)—The 
next session of the Georgia League Of 
Municipalities will be held in the city of 
Albany, that place having been chosen 
over Columbus, and the choice then made 
unanimous. On motion of Mayor Chapple, 
of Columbus, the date of the session 


will be named later. The feature of the 
session today was the address of Con- 
gressman Thomas W. Hardwick, who 
spoke of the increasing tendency of the 
negroes to more to the cities of the 
state and the consequent menace to good 
order. He declared that the only solu- 
tion of the problem lay in the prohibit- 
ing of the sale of liquor to negroes any- 
where in Georgia, and that he hoped to 
see the legislature pass a law to that 
effect. Mr. Hardwick received a rifting 
vote of thanks for his address and it was 
ordered printed at once for distribu- 
tion. 


John A. Betjeman made an address on 
foreign immigration that was so forceful 
that the following resolution was passed, 
being introduced by Recorder E. G. Cab- 
aniss, of Macon: 

“Resolved, That we, the mayors of 
Georgia, in convention asembled, recog- 
nizing the need for more common labor 
and more settlers in Georgia, do indorse 
the earnest and forceful work which the 
Georgia Immigration Association is doing 
in securing desirable immigrants, and do 
urge that the state direct and control 
its work for the future.” 

The following reselution was passed, 
being introduced by Mayor Cheatham, 
of Sandersvills: 

“Resolved, That the. president of this 
ibody shall appoint a committee of three, 
whose duty: it shall be, first, to ascer- 
tain whether or not the Southeastern 
Tariff Association exists or operates in 
violation of the state laws against trusts. 
If so, said committee be instructed te 
confer with the governor and attorney 
general of the state and to urge the en- 
forcement of the law to the end that in- 
equalities and injustices ag to insurance 
shall be relieved. 

“Second, if it be found that the pres- 
ent. law is inadequate, such committee 
shall confer with the governor and with 
the general assembly at the next session 
thereof for the purpose of securing the 
passage of such legislation as will be 
adequate to the prevent combinati@ms 
and organizations of the various compa- 
nies engaged in the fire insurance busi- 
ness in this state to the destruction of 
competition among, such companies.”’

D. Longino, of Atlanta, on municipal care 
of the indigent sick; Mayor Joyner, of 
Atlanta, on protection of property from 
fire; R. C. Berckmans, of Augusta, on 
municipal care of trees, and C. a.

“Tt was an all around heart to heart 
talk, in which ‘participated the repre- 
sentatives of planters and the heads of 
government departments indirectly con- 
mected* with the success of the cotton- 
seed industry of this country. There was 
nothing to hide. Eech speaker was 
pronounced in his views, and these were 
all on the side of honesty and fair speak- 
ing towards the public, foreign and do- 
mestic, upon whom depended.the sta- 
bility of the industry. 

“That the meeting should have proved 
a succese from an attendance point of 
view might be taken as a matter of 
course owing to the attraction of the 
exposition; that in way of accomplish- 
ment it was an equal success is at- 
tributed to the far-seeing policy of the 
interested parties and to a commend- 
able spirit of ‘fair play,’ and ‘free 
which pervaded the gath- 
ering throughout. 

“In the exploitation of cottonseed prod- 
ucts there was nothing to keep back. 
There was, in fact, a strong feeling that 
there had hitherto been too much 
secrecy about the cottonseed oi] indus- 
try and that other competitive oils had 
profited in proportion. Dr. H. W. Wiley 
sounded a keynote when he drew ob- 
vious comparisons between vegetable 
olls for edible purposes. 

“Dr. Wiley is a specialist, and his 
specialty is purity and honesty in the 
matter of food and drugs. Some people 
regard him as a faddist with commend- 
able but impracticable ideas. ‘They have 
said that it is impossiole to. live up to 
the requirements of the new reform law 
of which the doctor accepted as the 
prime factor, and that the authorities 
will soon weary of trying to enforce im- 
practicable regulations. But to all ca- 
lamity shouters, he has turned a deaf 
ear. He has mapped out a rigid rule of 
honesty and proposes to see it enforced. 
It is, therefore, gratifying to have such 
a man come before the crushers of cot- 
tonseed oil, and tell them in a lengthy 
and detailed address that they have a 
good product. an edible product, a prod- 
uct which for food purposes alone de- 


serves to stand on its own bottom, and 
be accepted as a desirable commodity.

gether too much hiding under a bushel 
when it came to the question of cotton- 
seed oil. Had there been nothing else 
spoken but this sermon on honesty, the 
time of’the ‘convention would have been 
spent very prefitably. His subject was 
‘A Good Name Is Rather To Be- Chosen 
Than Great Riches,’ and, while ie did 
it in a delicate way, he made plain his 
meaning, which, stripped of all innuen- 
does, resolved itself into the old. com- 
monplace adage, ‘Honesty is the < best 
policy.’ 

“Cottonseed oil, as is very well known, 
leaves this country for France, Spain 


and Italy, -and.comes ..back. again As, 
olive oil. It pays freight charges across | 
the Atlantic both ways merely for the 
sake of a change of name, and is ac- 
cepted with favor here by the American 
consuming public at a greatly enuwanced 
cost. -Why? .Because.the American .pub- 
lic with. all its progressiveness ‘and in- 
telligence is stil] gullible in a certain 
sense. Despite itself, it is still conserva- 
tive, still clings to old reputations born 
of older associations instead of being- 
guided by its own judgment. Dr. Wiley 
dwelt upon the use of wrong names upon 
food products, and he did so, not as a 
réproach to the compounders of edible oil 
abroad, nor to American exporters, who, 
in a certain sense, were indirectly guilty 
of having a deception foisted upon the 
public, but to wake up the crushers of 
cottonseed oil to the fact, as he him- 
self expressed it, that they had not only 
‘one of the cheapest, but one of the best 
vegetable ofls made today by the modern 
processes, sweet, wholesome, palatable 
and nutritious, and yet laboring under 
certain disadvantages—not due to lack of 
merit in the product, but to the treat- 
ment to which it has been subjected, 
presumably by its friends. Dr. Wiley’s ex- 
hortation amounted to sing .y @uis: Call 
a spade a spade, especially if it is a 
good spade, and call cottonseed oil cot- 
tonseed oil, especially as itis not only 
essential, but a most desirable edible 
product. 

‘It only needs education on the part of 
the consuming public to realize, in fact, 
the full purport of Dr. Wiley’s remarks, 
and as s00n as they have come to know 
what they have at their own doors, 
the cottonseed oil. industry will receive 
the.attention it justly deserves. — There 
‘will probably be less fear of-retributive 
measures on the part of Francé and 
other foreign countries and the trade 
will stand on a sounder, surer, and 
more honest footing. 

“These facts were easily recognized, 
judging by the sense of the speakers 
at the meeting, and: by the enthusiastic 
way in which ‘all ‘reports «relating to 
publicity were received. When an as- 
sociation or a combination of industries 
unanimously demand publicity. it may 
be safely reckoned that .their business 
is a good one, that. they are sure of 
their ground amd anxious to go ahead. 
This is what the™ Interstate Cottonseed 
‘Crushers’ Association’ is*doing. The spon- 
taneous voice of. the meeting was for 
more publicity. The 'repoft of the pub- 
licity bureau, showing .ali, that had been 


done in this line, and all that should be 


done, was followed by’ another special re- 
port on the value of .advertising which. 
was classed by the author as a com- 
ponent. part of.every sales department. 
“ ‘Let .your own. people. and the people 
of the world know what you .have got,’ 
was in a large measure the chief senti- 
ment of the-meeting. The public may 
need a deal of educating, but it is sus- 
ceptible and can learn easily enough 
under proper auspices. It is the prov- 
ince of the association to undertake this 
work, and through personal solicitation, 


correspondence and the press, to hauli and 


down al] false colors and make the con- 
Sumers realize the value and merit of 
cotton seed ofl. 

“The work of Major John M. Carson, 
chief of. the bureau of manufacturers, 
towards the appointment of a foreign 
agent to do missionary work abroad in 
the interests of ‘the cotton’ products‘ in- 
dustry came in for a liberal share of 
prdise. Major Carson made a stirring 
address, and gave the membefs present 
some sound advite in the matter of 
foreign trade, and: how it should be 
conducted to achieve lasting results. 

“Another feature of thé convertion 
was a recommendation made by John 
W. Allison that the crushers deal tn a 
liberal spirit with the planters, who had 
lost: heavily through the failure of crops 
by _ continued bad weather, and allow 
them all’ the seed necessary for replant- 
ing. But this is a theme which forms 
a subject of-itself,- and. will receive‘ at- 
tention in the next issue of The Reporter, 
which will contain all addresses and re- 
ports in ftll.”’
